taught by the precepts of men.” 2 Nephi 28:14 

As many of the great visions given to the prophets, they first see the whole of man- 
kind and then their vision is quickly directed to the members of the Church and Kingdom 
of God and as pointed out even; “...they do err because they are taught by the precepts of 
men.”

For our investigators to overcome the precepts of men we invite them to read the words of the prophets, pray 
and receive a witness that the gospel has been restored. It is our testimony of the truthfulness of these things that 
allows the Holy Ghost to witness to them that our message is of God and they should follow that witness. Our 
challenge is to be worthy to have the Holy Ghost as our companion so that we “Speak with the tongue of angels”. 
2 Nephi 32:2 When we are prepared and worthy to teach with the spirit of the Holy Ghost then we become as 
angels on a mission from the Creator of this world. “Angels speak by the power of the Holy Ghost; wherefore, 
they speak the words.of. Christ. Wherefore, I said unto you, feast upon the words.of Christ; for behold, the words 
of Christ will tell you all things what ye should do.”2 Nephi 32:3 

Our investigators will then know and understand the scriptures that clearly state, “Now this is the 
commandment: Repent, all ye ends of the earth, and come unto me and be baptized in my name, that ye may be 
sanctified by the reception of the Holy Ghost, that ye may stand spotless before me at the last day.” 3 Nephi 
27:20 (emphasis added). 

Once they have a testimony, however small and new, that Joseph was a pond and the Church has been 
restored and Jesus is the Christ; then Alma taught, “Now I say unto you, if this be the desire of your hearts, what 
have you against being baptized in the name of the Lord, as a witness into a covenant with him, that ye will serve 
him and keep his commandments, that he may pour out his Spirit more abundantly upon you? Mosiah 18:10 
(emphasis added) | 

Alma said to his investigators, “... Come and fear not, and lay aside every sin, which easily doth beset you, 
which doth bind you down to destruction, yea, come and go forth, and show unto your God that ye are willing to 
repent of your sins and enter into a covenant with him to keep his commandments, and witness it unto him this 
day by going into the waters of baptism.” Alma 7:15 ( emphasis added) Alma went on to say, “.... I speak by way 

at invitation, saying: Come and be baptized unto repentance, that ye also may be partakers of the fruit of the tree 
vf life.” Alma 5:62 (emphasis added) 

Is it any wonder that a modern day Apostle, Elder Ballard said, “We suggest that every missionary teach 
baptism in the first discussion... and set a firm date in the second lesson. ... Remember, nothing happens until 
someone is baptized into the Church.” Mission Presidents Seminar 2006. 

May the Lord bless us to “speak with the tongue of angels” and help our investigators “this day by going into 
the waters of baptism.”

Mileage Allowances: Thanks to most of you for staying within your mileage allowance. Some of you have failed to take hold of the requirement to stay 
within your mileage allowance, so, if you for some reason don’t understand this guidance, please give me a call. 


Accidents: We have had a series of five accidents this last month that could have proved fatal for our companionships. After carefully studying these 
accidents it is apparent that in less than 1/10th of a second (3' to 6' depending on speed) in each accident the results could have been significantly different: 
In one accident, if the car carrying four Elders had started out from the green light less than 1/10th of a second faster we would likely have lost 
two Eiders with two others seriously injured. Another accident, if the Elders had started through the intersection less than 1/10th of a second 
Slower they would have been struck broadside, undoubtedly seriously injuring the driver. Still another, if the Elders had started through the 
intersection less than 1/10 th of a second sooner they would have been struck broad-side by a Semi. If one companionship would have been 
in their parked car when it was hit from the rear by a pickup truck traveling at high speeds they probably would have been fatally injured. 
Elders and Sisters, the Lord has blessed us significantly this last month and | urge you to continue to be obedient and prayerful and to | 
exercise the utmost caution as you travel about on foot, on bicycles or in your cars. |
